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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a 371 national stage application of PCT/JP03/12985. Claims 38-74 are currently 
pending in the instant application. Claims 1-37 were cancelled by preliminary amendment filed 
on April 6, 2006. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This appUcation contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention (eg. compounds in specification pages 239-244). These species are deemed to lack 
unity of invention because they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1. 

Apphcant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, appUcant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP 
§ 809.02(a).

The technical feature linking the claims is a core with the general structure (note, 
valences were intentionally left incomplete for positions that have variable substituents): 



This core structure is taught in the prior art, Nardi et al. RN4702-86-7 (1969), for a 
compound that is used for analgesia. Therefore, the technical feature linking the claims 
does not constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not 
define a contribution over the prior art. Furthermore, the compounds generically claimed 
do not constitute a proper Markush group as defined in MPEP § 1850;IILB. because they 
do not share a significant structural element that has a common fimction. The common 
core for the compounds is taught in the prior art with an altemative utility. 



4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
